ANOTHER HOTEL SCHEME. 

There bas recently been developed a scheme 
for the erection of a hotel which shall serve 


a double purpose—a public and a pri- 
vate ti catering particularly, how- 


ever, to the very large class to be found in 
every city that prefers hoiel life to the trou- 
ble and expense of a home. A syndicate of 
capitalists was formed and the matter placed 
in the bands of Wirt D. Walker, a real-estate 
lawyer, who, after some negotiating, secured 
the old homestead of J. Young Scammon on 
Congress street and Michigan avenue, and ex- 
tending through to Wabash avenue. The prop- 
erty is of ample size, is in a very fine neigh- 
borbood, afd is not so far away as to be be- 
yond easy access from the business centre and 
the principal depots. The management of the 
new botel will also make special efforts to ob- 
tain the patronage of the representatives of 
various commercial lines—williners, dress- 
makers, and dry-goods men—who come from 
the neighboring towns and cities to remain for 
some time, and who do not like the noise and 
bustie of the average hotel devoted to the 
entertainment of transients who come for a 
day. There is ample capital back of the pro}- 
ect, which bas all the elements of success. 
The new enterprise has no connection what- 
ever with the Michigan Avenue Hotel Compa- 
ny recently incorporated, and which contem- 
tates locating on the avenue somewhere near 
eth street. Should the company of which 
Mr. Walker is the representative push its plans 
rapidiy, as it seems likely to do, it may result 
in a material alteration of the arrangements 
of the other company. 
A CRAZY MAN. 

While Officer Weber of the central detail was

Hildreth, 
Cullerton, and Colvin. The exposures of the 
whisky-ring frauds were made. There were no 
specific charges against Gager Ooivin, but Su- 
pervisor Matthews asked his dismissal on the 
ground that it would add to the efficiency of 
the service, and be was dismissed. Hildreth 
and Cullerton were both indicted. The former 
ned to Canada, and under the protecting folds 
of the Union Jack opened up negotiations for 
his peaceful returnto America. His case was 
dismissed on the payment of $3,000. Cullerton 


and a fine of $1,000 was imposed. He was sub- 
sequently pardoned. As Gagers this trio were 
loyal Repubiicans. As Aldermen they are 
**good"’ Democrats. Whether it is fair at this 
late day to recall these facts depends upon the 
subsequent official conduct of the parties. 
Have they retrieved as Aldermen the record 
they made as Gagers, and are they now enti- 
tled to the confidence of their constituents? 

An expert pariiamentarian and a capabie 
financier, Mr. Cullerton 1s probably the ablest 
man in the Council. In so tar as the public 
service does not conflict with bis personal in- 
terests he is undoubtedly a useful official. He 
does not misappropriate any of the reevnue 
raised ſor the municipality. But it will be 
found that when a franchise ig to be granted 
the objections of the Mayor as expressed in a 
veto message do not count with him, and there 
is a shrewd suspicion in the public mind that 
no valuable franchise is granted by the Council 
unless upon the payment to the Aldermen of a 
quid pro quo. Less able than their associate, 
Messrs. Hildreth and Colvin are no more scrup- 
ulous in the matter of granting franchises. 
Hildreth may be ciassed as a biatherskite, and 
his personal habits are such that he is inca- 
pacitated at times for coherent service in the 
Council. He gets drunk.

Effecting an Organization of the Veteran 
Typos Who Have Been in Chicago More 
than Twenty-five Years. 

Some seventy men, many of them white 
headed, assembled in the club-room of the 
Sherman House yesterday afternoon sbortly 
after 3 o'clock. They were old-time printers 
of Chicago, and had gathered for the purpose 
of perfecting an organization of a social cbar- 
acter, which should bave for its purpose the 
bringing together of those veterans of the 
art preservative of all arts who might other- 
wise never have the opportunity of meeting. 
It was the general idea that it would be a good 
thing for the old printers to meet at least once 
a year and havea good, social time in talk- 
ing over old days and living them, for 
the nonce, over again. In the temporary 
organization J. S. Thompson was chosen Pres- 
ident and A. C. Cameron Secretary, and the 
latter read a draft of articles of organization 
which had been drawn up. which gave the 
name of the Old-Time Printers’ Association to 
the society, provided for quarterly meetings, 
and opened the doors to all printers, press- 
men, and others of a tyvographical turn, both 
employers and employés, who bad been in Chi- 
cago twenty-five years or longer. 

Mr. Cameron said that invitations had not 
been sent to several old printers because their 
presence would not be agreeable, in social or 
other intercourse, to union men. Nothing 
more was accordingly said on that subject. 

After much debate the draft as made bg Mr. 
Cameron was adopted as a constitution, with 
the exception that it was understood no one 
who was not a printer (stereotypers, book- 
binders, etc.,) could be a member of the asso- 
ciation. 

A committee of three was appointed to await 
on Long Jobn” Wentworth and ask him to 
say a few words.

THE SILVER CONUN 
SPEECHES IN CONGRESS FOR AND 
| AGAINST FREE OOINAGE, 


— —— 

Bynum of Indiana Leads the Debate in Op- 
position to thé Stand Taken by Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Secretary Manning 
James of New York Favors Suspension 
of Free Coinagé Pending an tnterna- 
tional Agreement—Other Arguments. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Mareh 20.—The House 
was presided over today by Mr. Crisp of Géor- 
gia as Speaker pro tempore during the absence 
of Speaker Carlisle. Under the spécial order 
made last Tuesday thé debate on the adverse 
report on the Free Coinage bill was begun by 
Mr. James of New York ia Gpposition to the 
pill. He said that people were apt to look to 
lawyers and proféssors and politica: leaders for 
financiai legislation, instead of to business-men. 
The result of this looking to lawyers, profese 
ors, and politicians was that now the country 
Was in a slough and the car of State nearly 
ditched. This was more a question of getting 
out of something bad than of doing something 
great. The businessmen should have spoken 
out and insisted that their advice be followed. 
The so-called demonetization of silver had been 
a great business biunder of the nations as a 
whole. No nation could afford to allow other 
nations to unload their silver on it. Ger- 
many was responsible for the demonetization, 
for ber action in closing the mints to silver had 
been followed by others. The history of Eu- 
rope had been one of depression for ten 
years. The coinage of silver in this country 
had operated injuriously to the success of the 
effort to secure bimetaliism in Europe, and the 
extreme silver mien were really die “ cat's- 
paw” of the monometallists. Tne cdinage of 
sliver under the Bland act had been a colossal 
business blunder from the begifniig. Mr. 
James favored the suspension of silver coin- 
age until an international agreement was 
reached, and asserted that New York, as a 
State, was unmistakably in favor of interna- 
tional bimetallism. Free coinage of silver was 
what the country wanted, but this could oniy 
be accomplished by suspension and negotia 

tion. He arrued that Germany, Franee, and 

England only needed a little pressure to foree 
them into adopting bimetallism. 

Mr. Sey mour of Connecticut followed in the 
same line of argument, saying the present law 
had proved an unwise one and in the end would 
bring disaster. 

Mr. Hemphill of South Carolina said that the 
quéstion before Congress was as to the dest 
method of restoring gold and silver to a parity 
as money metals, he adv as a means 
to this end the appointment of a commission 
to secure an international bimetallic union. The 
present standard silver dollar had neither a 
dollar's worth of silver in it nor was it a prom- 
ise to pay a dollar in the future. very 
time that the Government bought 80 cents’ 
worth of silver and stamped it as a dollar it 
stemped a faisehood oa the face of ite own 
coin and robbed the man to whom it was paid. 
This country bad never been a double stand- 
ard country. The people bad been prosper 
ous and happy in the past, and this bad deen 
confessediy under a singlé standard of 


value. There could be neither justifi- 
cation nor excuse in toren upon the 
country 4 mone policy di in the teeth 


of past history. ane Which threatened to 
unsettle values, discourage business, and stop 
the wheels of progress simply for thé purpose 
of maintaining a financiai deluston among the 
people. He would be glad to see the two kinds 
of coin flvatmg togetiier at par at a proper 
ratio; but if the country must have gold or 
silver alone be much preferred tae former. A 
gréat deal had been said by the ‘gentlemen on 
the other side, who modestly assumed to be the 
only representatives of the people on this floor, 
about the rich man and the r mau. claim- 
ing that gold was the money of the former and 
silver of the latter. It was exceedingly unfort- 
unate that there should de a tenden ey to 
divide our people along the line of wealth. and 
thus create a prejudice of one class against 
another.. A far better way to judge a man was 
by the size of his soul and not by the size of 
his pocket. If he were an honest patriot and 
upright citizen he was just as much a man 
whether be had one dollar or many. There 
seem to be, said Mr. Hewpulll, some men ia 
this world so excessively fond of the poor maa 
chat they are Willing to make him and 
keep him poor just that they mae ve the 
pleasure of gustiihg over him and talking about 
bim in public. But they never go any further. 
It he extends bis penniless hand in want, they 
drop into ita tear or 8 few welil-turned sen- 
tences of unalloyed demagogism of standard 
weight and fineness, and with these he is ex- 
pected to satisfy bis wants. If we take some 
of the speeches we have heard from the other 
side about the poor man and etrip them of 
their eloquence, rhetoric, deciamation, and de- 
nunciation, Whatever may be the intention, 
their policy isto pay the toiling millions of 
this country for au honest day's labor in à dis- 
honest dollar.

There can be no doubt that the next few 
years will prove most eventful in Spain, and 
the republican spirit whieh nas been aroused 
in that lamd will show itself in action. The ré- 
cent announcement. which was subsequently 
denied, that Queen-Regent Christina was 
pregnant shows the ahxiety Of the ruling 
dyfiasty to have a male beir to the throne. 
Among the many Republicas in Spain none 18 
more promitient than Emilio Castelar. 

[Castelar was born in 1832 and became famous in 
consequence: of his d@mocratic principiss. He 
became Protessor of Histofy and Philosophy ia 
the University of Madrid in 1866 took a lead- 
ing partin the revolution that was put down by 
Serrano. Castelar was demned to death, but 
made good his escape, 80 ‘ 
Geneva atid afterwards in 
revelation broke out in September, 
returned to Spain and was one of the most ener- 
getic leaders of the republican movement. He 
exerted himself to the uatmostin order to bring 
about the establishment of a Republic, but at the 
genera! é6lection for the Constituent Cortes in Feb- 
ruary, 1869, the Republicans succeeded in electing 
only asmall proportion Of their candiaates, among 
Whom, however, Was Castelar: in the discussion 
respecting the new Constitution of Spain he advo- 
cated, though ansuccessfully, the principle of re- 
publican institutions. In June, 1860, he vigorously 
Opposed the project of a regency, he was also 
concerned in the republican sarrections which 
occurred in that year. In the Government chosen 
by the Cortes after the abdication of King A 
Casteiar Was Minister of Foreign Affairs. Aug. 24, 
1873. he Was elected President of the Cortes by 1356 
votes against 73, bat he vacated that post Sept. 6, 
when he was nominatéd President of the Executive 
Power. His first measure was the r of the 
Cortes and the assumption of dictatorial power. 
He next took energetic but ineffectual measures to 
suppress the Carlist tnsarrection, and dispatched 
the Minister of War in person to Cuba to protect 
Spanish interests in that island. When, however, 
the Cortes reassembled Jan. 2, 1874, it refused by 
120 votes against 100 to és a vote of confidénés 
in President Castelar, Who resigned. Thereupon 
Gen. Pavia, a6 Captain-Gen of Madrid, forei- 
bly dissolved the Cortes appointed a Pro- 
visional Government, with Marsha! Serrano at its 


head. Soon after the prohunciamentoin favor of: 


Alfonso XII. Castélar quitted Madrid and pro- 
eteded to Geneve Jandaty. 1875. While in that 
city, being disghsted at the educational decree pro- 
mulgated by the Spanish Gore ent, he resigned 
the chair of History in University of Madrid 
March 6, 1875. Sabsequently he returned to Spain 
and succeeded, thotigh not * 1 considerable 
difficulty, in obtain 7 bat the Cortes as 
Deputy for Madrid at the S of January, 
1876. He was selected a member of the Spanish 
Academy in 1871, but he did not deliver his recep- 
tion speech till April 25. 1680. Castelar is the 
author or several novels, roman histories, te., 
Ste., many of which have been belated into En- 
lieh. He is the most elogpent orator in Spain, 
and his tame is world-wide. ] |

Pen-Pictures of the Inmates of thé English 
Criminal Lunatle Asylum at Broadmoor 
—Quiet, Reserved, Gentlémanly-Appéar- 
ing Patients Who Have Shown Homi- 
eidal Tendencies. 


Pall Mali Gazette: The slowest of slow traing 
on that dlowest of slow lines, the Southeastern 
Railway, at length drags us from under the 
leaden-like pail of clouds and mist which, this 
raw February mornmg. enc.rcles and hides the 
metropolis, and as we near Weéllington College 
Station (where we alight for Broadmoor) the 
sun bursts forth in all brilliancy, takes the 
edge Off thé keen east wind. sets the birds a- 
singing, and makes everything look green and 
chafming to the townsman. Certainly winter's 
reign is nearly over, but so variable and sud- 
den is this our “climate” ia its éhanges that 
we are prepared to finish our two miles’ waik 
to Broadmoor in the miast of a show¥-storm.

But a poor idea of 
the size is got from the first sight: it is not 
until one is of the terrace at the back or the 
asylum that its full proportions can be seen. 
It is a third of a mile in length, and stands on 
a hill (400 feet above the sea level), command- 
ing a very fine southerly view. building 
is well sheltered from the north, and in all 
ways the beau ideal of what a lunatic asyium 
should be. A very noticeable feature is the 
openness of the surroundings and apparent 
abse of means of restraint in the way of 
walls, bars, etc. Not until it is pointed out 
does an ordinary observer notice the almost 
insurmountable obstacies in the way of escape, 
whieb, by the way, is often tried but seldem 
resulté in un fait accompli. No actual punish- 
ment is given for attempts of this sort, or as- 
saults, éic., except that incident to loss of sever. 
al privileges, attendant upon the closer sur vel, 
lanoe to which offenses lead. 

These and the following facts we gieaned 
during an inspechon of the whole building 
from ite medical superintendent, Dr. Orange, 
who obligingly accompanied us. One of the 
most remarkable things in connection with 
Broadmoor, in spite of there being undér de- 
tention, as Dr. Orange put it, “some of the 
worst junatios in existende,”’ is the absence of 
any sign of severity. The fact is that the 
good doctor’s motto is kindness with firmness, 
atid tie whole place takes its tone from him. 
During his long inspection hardly a face among 
the patients, male and female alike, that did 
not brighten and look happier at bis approach. 
Every ¢omplaint—all evidently the outeome of 
delusion—was carefully listened to, and a few 
soothing words spoken, which had, as 
a rule, a wonderful One man 
lay very il! of lang disease. It was vara 
to believe the poor, worn-looking face lying 
sharply defined against the snowy pillow as 
that of a dangerous lunatic, the murderer of 
bis ohild, and who for forty years had been in 
suck a state that for society's sake it was im- 
perative that he should be kept in custody. As 
Dr. Orange quickly passed through the various 
rooms in which the inmates were sitting read- 
ing, draught-playing, or otherwise atitiding 
themecives, he had a kindly inquiry for every 
one de came across. Bach was kiiown by 
name, every bistory Was at the doctor's finger 
ends. A pleasant Good mornitig. How are 
you today? Better?” served as a rule to bring 
forth.

was in 1840, and the poor fellow has been 
in custody ever since. He i# ever looking 
hopefully forward to his release, and boasts of 
one or two escapes ne made from other 
asylums. But murderers are as plentiful 
as blackberries in September, and we felt 
cbarmed and honored in making the acquaint- 
ance Of many. Really one feele surprised thas 
they are so little different in appearance to an 
“ordinary” mortals, It was certainly diffieult 
to imagine these quiet, generally reserved, 
well-behaved men a8 the desperately danger- 
ous characters they were, and only wanting the 
opportunity to become so again. In one room 
was a bright fire burping, some carpeting on 
the floor, a bookcase with goed standard works 
in It. and in one or two comfortable cornérs sat 
inmates reading various magazines and papers. 
At @ table in the centre of this room, engaged 
at a game of cards, sat three intelligent-look- 
ing men, who had each killed tis man. Pass- 
ig On We were shown the cells in which pa- 
tients whose conduct is likely to be a nuisance 
or dangerous to their fellows are confined, un- 
til théir condinon 80 improves as to entitle 
them to their “liberty” again. By liberty, 


we mean the right to associate with 
the other patients. This is very 
much prised, and must offen cause 


them to learn a self-restraint which is highiy 
beneficial both mentally and physically. We 
then sew the ordinary sleeping cells, and very 
light, pleasant-iooking places they were. 

genera! arrangement of the building is that of 
seven blocks, each 250 feet long, three stories 
bigh, with a etairease at each end, rendering 
them practically sate in case of fire. Among 
the improvements which Dr. Orange is intro- 
ducing 1000 the asylum is a means of enabling 
attendants to see the inmates at night without 
opening their doors. A jet of light is thrown 
through a small window upon the patient's 
bed; under this window and opposit the bed 
is a long, narrow slip of glass in a strong wood- 
en frame, by means of which the whole of the 
celi can be easily seen, Rather more thaa 
half the sieeping-celle are fitted in this way. 
The effect of opening a patient's door in the 
middie or the night was to disturb him, and 
orten a struggle and uproar ensued before 
the door could be closed again. There is very 
little difference among the men’s sleeping 
apartments. They open off long corridors, or 
galleries, and are small, oblong chambers, con- 
taining a cupboard, a bed, etc., and in some a 
small fireplace. Some, too, by the. taste of 
their inmates, are made very snug and cozy- 
looking. One I looked into had several shelves 
full a books while on a box lay a violin. Be- 
cause the people in Broadmoor are criminal ” 
lunatics in the sense that they have done some- 
thing which in a sane person would subject 
them to the law, it must not be supposed that 
all ave dangerous. We saw many at work, 
men making boots and cutting and making 
clothes—all the boots for officers and patients 
are made in the asylum, ana &o are the clothes. 
It was with a curiously uncomfortable feeling 
that one stood in close proximity to a person 
who was as mad as a March bare” wielding a 
heavy shoemaker’s hammer, while near him 
was another inmate with a buge pair of shears.

A BAD PRACTICE. 


Mr. Cleveland's Appointment of Cadets from 
Naval and Families.

IOWA’S NEW PROHIBITORY LAW. 


The Clark Bill Passes the Senate—Its Re- 


markable Character. 

Des Mom. Ia. Mareh 20.—The Senate to- 
day passed the Clark Probibitory bill. The 
main points of this remarkable act are as fol- 
lows: | 

Actions to enjoin nuisances under the Prohibi- 
tion law shall be brought in the name of the State 
by the District or County Attorney of the proper 
county. In case he refuses, any citizen of the 

« county may do so. The general reputation of the 
place shal) be admisiabie as evidence. The court 
in session or the Judge in vacation shall grant a 
temporary injunction without bond. Whoever is 
convicted of keeping «a nuisance under the Prohibi- 
tion law shall be fined not more than 81.000 nor less 
than $300, and the party shall not have an oppor- 
tunity to purge himself. If the existence of the 
naisance be established it shall be abated under 
the j t of the court by seizing and 
removing all movable property within the build- 
ing and by securely closing the same if the 
property of the defendant is not used as a home- 
stead for one year unless sooner released as pro- 
vided. The owner may secure the opening of the 
building by filing a bond to the value of property 
and giving satisfactory evidence that the nuisance 
hall be abated. In all prosecutions under the 
State probibition laws the finding of such liquors in 
possession of any one not legally authorized to 
sell the same, or in a private dwelling, shall be 
presumptive evidence that the same were kept for 
iliegal sale. Second conviction punishable by a 
term of not less than three months nor more than 
three years in the penitentiary. Any person or 
company illegally transporting prohibited liquors, 
uvon conviction shall be fined $1(0 for each offense, 
and committed to jail until such fine is paid. A re- 
fusal to correctly brand or make known contents 
of any package. or falsely mark the same with in- 
tention to conceal contents, shall be fined $100 and 
costs. Peace officers shall have power to break 
pen ang examine any packages. The property, 
except homestead, of any person convicted under 
the provisions of this act, shall be confiscated to 
pay fine and costs.

Lowpoxr, March 20.—Glkdstone has laid te 
fore bis colleagues a scheme for buying out 
Irish landlords as part and parcel of his scheme 
for home rule, involving the establishment of 
a Parliament at Dublin., Chamberlain and 
Trevelyan have decaired themselves opposed to 
this scheme, and will withdraw from the Gov- 
ernment rather than support or acquiesce fw it. 


They have not resigned, first, because the 
scheme has not yet been adopted by the Cabi- 
net; secondly, because their withdrawal would 
render necessary an immediate statement by 
each to the House of the reason for bis resig- 
nation, and this would involve a disclosure of 
the details of the scheme and antigipate a 
statement on the whole subject, which 
Gladstone {himself is entitled to make. 
Chamberiain and ‘Trevelyan, werstore, 
continue for the present mem bers of 
Gladstone’s Ministry, but, it is absolut 
ly certain that both will resign unless the Irish 
scheme be profoundly modified. An exchange 
of views has taken place since the Cab! 
meeting between Gladstone on one side and 
Chamberlain and Trevelyan on the outer. with 
no approach to an agreement. Gladstone ad- 
heres inflexibiy to the main provisions ot his 
scheme. Chamberiain and Trevelyan are 
equally inflexible on the question of prineipie. 
Gladstone last night advised the House to ro- 
ceive with skepticism current rumors on mat- 
ters the revelation of which would involve & 
breach of an honorable engagement. is ool- 
leagues must meet these imputations they 
can. Accounts published in journais of every 
sbade of politics agree in tne chief features of 
the scheme. The amount to be paid to land- 
lords appears doubtful, but it is not doubtful 
that Gladstone regards a gigantic meagure for 
the expropriation of landlords one of the 
foundations of home rule. He does not 
think that the Irish Parfament to which 
he proposes to intrust hereafter co ‘over 
the life, liberty, and social order of 

can be trusted by — 7 2 to deal houestiy 
with the property of the Irish landlorde He 
rightly regards the faith of England as 

to protect loyal land-owners against specula- 
tion. He considers that English pledges can 
only be redcemed by offering to purchase their 
property before an Irish Parliament can con- 
fiscate it. The English public to a certain e. 
tent reserves judgment pending Gladstone’s 
statements, but many of tho stanchest English 
home-rulers are staggered by the mere sugges- 
tion of a project for increasing the national 
debt by a sum which nobody estimates at less 
than £120,000,000. Few venture to approve 
the project. The most ardent partisans on- 
tent themselves with urging that it must be a 
sound financial measure because G ne 
proposes it. The Spectator says that the En- 
giish regard it asa demand for tribute, and 
what they bave refused heretofore to Kings 
they will never concede on the demand of Par- 
nell. The Spectator aske: 

For what purpose or by what necessity is u de- 
manded? Surely not to protect the landlords, be- 
cause, if an Irish Parliament can be righteously 
trusted not to oppress the landlords, surely the 
supreme power can be trusted.

$6,700 a day. New Orleans is, strange as it 
may seem, the best cable town in the United 
States outside of New York. Her merchants 
do a vast direct business abroad. Chicago, 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, San Francisco—nune. of 
them equal New Urieans. Mackay’s cables are 
capitalized at $8,000,000, while bis competitors 
are watered up to $60,000,000. At the same 
time he is doing neariy as much business as 
of them. And the earnings are nearly ali oh 
own. He owns $7,000,000 of the cable stock, 
James Gordon Bennett $700,000, and two other 
stockholders $300,000 between them. The 
greatest loss has been some $50,000 the last 
year to repair a break. Besides ali this Mackay 
owas patents that enable him to out rates clear 
from under the other fellows. His operators 
do not have to cateh and translate flashes of 
lightning, but sit down to a desk and take mes- 
sages from a tape as easily as from an ordiaary 
ticker. His office is on the corner of Broad 
and Wall streets in New York, the site of the 
firet telegraph office in the Unitéd States.
